THE GAMBLING VICE 


O 


F all the vices that afflict the race it is doubtful if 


any vice is more demoralizing than the vice of 


gambling for It impoverishes the mind and the morals as 
well as the purse. A press dispatch tells of a raid recent- 
ly made on a New York poolroom'in which some twenty 
women were found among the patrons. They are describ- 
ed as "well dressed" "most of them married," "one a white 
haired grandmother" and one "the wife of a millionaire." 
It happens to be women this time, but the papers are full 
of such items in which men are the principals. Until a 
few years ago lotteries w^p chartered in some of our 
states and permitted to use the mails, and it Is but a few 
months since the guessing contest was prohibited. Even 
now lotteries are licensed in some European nations and 
in some of the republics of South and Central America. 
Missouri has just put an end to licensed betting on horse 
racing and Ohio did the same thing a year earlier. The 
stock exchanges are still permitted to rob the unwary 
but recent investigations are awakening the public con- 
science and these exchanges will sooner or later be com- 
pelled to purge themselves of their speculative feature*. 


The evil of gambling, in whatever form.it may appear, 


is that it cultivates a desire to get something for nothing 
and substitutes the law of chance for God's law of "re- 
ward earned by service." Some bad habits effect only the 
body, at least in their beginning, but gambling immediate- 
ly attacks the will and undermines the character. 
It Is 


a heart disease and paralyzes one's energy. The man w.io 
becomes addicted to this vice soon ceases to be a pro- 
ducer because he can not content himself with the slow 
returns of legitimate effort; then he neglects those depen- 
dent upon him and wastes that which he has already ac- 
cumulated. Dy this time he is ready to go a step further 
and use trust funds and cheat those whom he entices into 
a game. 
Some times the cheating is done with loaded 


dice or marked cards; some times by shells and slight of 
hand; some times it is done on a larger scale by grain 
corner:*, wash-sales or by the manipulation of stocks. Af- 
ter swindling comes disgrace and often suicide. Nothing 
but a higher Ideal will prevent one's falling into the habit 
and nothing but moral regeneration wll restore one who 
has fallen into the habit. No malady is so difficult to cure 
as one that attacks the will. Parents ought to warn their 
children against gambling; ministers ought to warn their 
congregations against it,* and newspapers ought to point 
out its evils to their readers. Only when one is willing to 
give to society a dollar's worth of service for a dollar's 
worth of pay and is as careful to give good measure as he 
I* to 'lemand good measure is he on solid ground. An hon- 
est purpose beget* honest methods and the two give peace 
of mind and the best assurance of success in every walk 
of life.

Papor Thirty-Five Years Ago 


in Town 


Major B. A. Llttlefleld. one of the 


originators of this papers Is1 •bending; 
a few days,shaking hands with old 
friends In Reno. 
He is an oltt time Nevadan who came 


o Austin and worked on the Reveille 
n 1864. 
Major Llttlefleld was subsequently 
onnected with some leading papers 
n California, among them 
the San 


Francisco evening Post, with Henry 
George and Colonel Hlnton. 


Coming to Reno In 1870 he formed 


n the fall of that year a partnership 
with Joshua Q. Law and W. H. H. 
Fellows and launched the Nevada State 
rournal as a weekly. 


At that tune the only other paper 


In Reno was the Crescent, published 
by Lewis & Son. 
The town was then small but lively, 


and business was very active. All the 
freight for Virginia City, Carson and 
other points south went from here by 
teams, the V. & T. road not having 
reached Reno till the following year. 
The mines of the Comstock were being 
worked and a great deal of bullion was 
being shipped in here and sent we*t 
by rail. Considerable prospecting was 
being done In t.He vicinity of Reno at 
Pea vine and other localities. 


The flght between Reno and Washoe 


for the removal of the county seat from 
the latter to the former place was 
fierce, but Reno won, and here pros- 
pects for supremacy and growth wer* 
greatly accelerated. 
However none at 


that time looked to see such a splendid 
city and business center develop from 
the little town of Reno. 
Money was 


plenty; came easy 
and went with 


Characteristic western liberality. 


Then, as now, Reno was a stopping 


off place and rendevous of many bad 
characters, but they were held In check 
by the respectable element, although 
n order to render life and property 
safe It became necessary to organize 
a vigilance committee.

History 
of Salvationists Who 


Began Work in America 


Twenty-Five Years Ago 


NEW 
YORK, 
March 
25.—Today 


there waa begun In this city a great 
Jubilee celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the 
establishment of 


the Salvation Army in America. The 
affair will continue 
four 
days 
anil 


promises to be notable In the annals 
of the 
world-wide 
organization. A 


quarter of a century ago the number 
of Salvation Army members In Amer- 
ica waa eight. In striking contrast, 
there are now gathered here to take 
part in the Jubilee some five hundred 
officers, representing every state and 
territory of the nation and many of 
the Canadian Provinces, 
These 
offl- 


*cers. in addition to the local contin- 
gent, will conduct a series' of Jubilee 
meetings during the next few days In 
some of the largest meeting places of 
the metropolis, as well as In the head- 
quarters citadel In Fourteenth Street. 


The first country, outside of Eng- 


land, to be affected by the work of 
the Salvation Army. 
was America. 


As far back as 1872, when It was In 
its embryonic condition, and was only 
known na "The Christian Mission." one 
of its 
converts, 
"Brother Jimmy." 


found his way to Cleveland, and there, 
to use General Booth's expression In 
answering his letters, "raised the ban- 
ner of the mission." It was Impossible 
at that early date to send reinforce- 
ments, and hence the work fell through 
with the departure of "Jermy." In 187'J 
a second start was made by a family 
named Shirley. This time it was In 
Philadelphia, in an old factory. The 
urgent appeal for help sent to General 
Booth met with an Immediate response 
and in February. 1890. Commissioner 
George Scott Rallton. with a band of 
seven, landed In New York City. Op- 
position, ridicule, persecution, and even 
imprisonment were met in those days. 
None 
of 
these 
things. 
however, 


served t* dampen the ardor or quench 
the «eal of the little band of workers, 
and ere long It was apparent that the 
Salvation Army had come to stay. 


The first convert 
of 
the army In 


America was "Ash Barrel Jimmy." A 
notable character he was; a drunkard, 
a general 
nuisance. He got his name 


from the circumstances of his rather 
strenuous conversion. Jimmy was ac- 
customed to search in the refuse of 
the ash barrels and garbage cans for 
food. One cold night, when drunk, he 
lost his balance and fell In a barrel 
head first. He was too drunk to help 
himself, and as the hours passed his 
head fro*e fast to the side of the bar- 
rel. A passing policeman saw the feet 
sticking out and rescued him. Jimmy 
was frozen BO fast to the barrel that 
the policeman seized him by the feet 
and dragged him. barrel and all, to 
the station house. Then when he was 
sufficiently thawed out. they sent him, 
by way of a Joke, to the Salvation 
Army. From that time Jimmy was a 
changed man. He was converted In tho 
Army meetings and became a useful 
and Earnest member of the army, rl«- 
Ing to tHe rank of Captain and remain- 
ing in the ranks until he died. 


The army confined Itself for years 


almost entirely to purely spiritual op- 
erations. But with the arrival of th»» 
late leaders, Commander and Mrs. 
Booth-Tucker, in 1896. the latter of 
whom 
was killed In a railway wreck 


at Dean Lake. Mo., on October 28th, 
1893. 
the social or philanthropic side 


of the movement was brought to the 
front, and Institutional work^of the 
most active form was begun. Farm col- 
onies, with the object of assisting the 
poor, but worthy and Industrious mar- 
ried men to obtain a home, were estab- 
lished In California, Ohio and Colorado. 
The difficulties met with In their es- 
tablishment 
were 
over\vhelmlng and 


seemingly endless, yet today these col- 
onies In excellent condition, exist as 
proof positive that the scheme Is not 
visionary, but a practical one, and ca- 
pable of almost unlimited extension 
and Improvement. 


Hotels for worklngmen, and the same 


for women, have been opened, where 
clean, comfortable accommodations can 
be secured for a merely nominal sum. 
Rescue and children's homes and many 
other Institutions for helping the 'poor 
and needy, are also successfully con- 
ducted by the army. 


At the present time the standing of 


the 
Salvation 
Army 
in 
America, 


roughly estimated, is a* follows: Offi- 
cers and employes, 3,706; corps and 
outposts, 736; Institutions for poor and 
needy. 143; farm colonies, 3; expended 
annually In poor relief, $300.000. 


During the last twenty-five years, 


the mighty organization has come to 
be recognized by all classes alike, not 
only In America, but In -almost every 
part of the globe as among the greatest 
agencies in existence for the recla- 
mation and reformation of criminals 
of all grades, and for the practical, 
permanent aiding, without pauperis- 
ing, of the poor and unfortunate.
